said, will result in w ithdrawal of 
all previous offers and the instiga­ 
tion of “such action as may then 
seem advisable.'’ 
W hile the fath er prepared his 
third signed statem ent to the kid­ 
nappers since young B oettcher was 
abducted the night of February 12, 
two city detectives, H arry Blair and 
Dave Chuven, sped by airplane to 
Sidney, Nebraska, to aid authorities 
there in investigation of a "mystery 
house” where B oettcher may have 
been held captive. 
Chief of Police A. T. Clark said 
Sidney authorities had requested 
him to send two officers to augm ent 
an insufficient Sidney police force 
in their search of the bouse, located 
in the heart of the community. 
W ithin the last few days, Sidney 
officers said, they noticed activity 
in the house, which, until recently, 
had been closed.
